Premier Sifton Delivers Annual Budget Speech! Loan to Provide for Elevators 


in Legislature--§300 OOO Will be Sperit tor 
Farmers’ Elevators-500 Miles ot New Rail- 
way Guaranteed by Government Will be 
Completed This Year. 


Declaring a anbstantial surplus of receipts over expenditure 
in the estimates compiled by the treasury department for the 
year 1914, Premier Sifton, as acting provincial treasurer, yester- 
day delivered the annual budget speech in the Legislature. 
Illustrating the growth of the province Premier Sifton stated 
that in 1902 the estimated expenditure for the two provinces of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta was $637,224; in 1906, the first year 
of the province’s incorporation, the expenditure of Alberta was 
#1,916,081, while for the year 1914 the estimated revenue, apart 
altogether from loans, is $5,272,175, and the expenditure on ae- 
count of revenue $5,164,030, or a surplus of $108,145. 

$300,000 For Elevatcrs 

Referring to the items in the estimates the Premier said 
$300,000 would be spent this year in connection with the Alberta 
Co-Operative Elevators, Already fifty elevators are in operation 
and fifty more would be built next year. The erection of these 
elevators would go on until the farmers of the province had the 
proper accommodation for the housing and marketing of their 
grain, without being robbed of the profits that rightfully belong- 
ed to them as the reward for their labors. 

The Government had up to the present expended in connec- 
tion with the telephones of the province $8,000,000 and provi- 
sion had been made for an additional expenditure of $1,000,000 
next year. Notwithstanding the fact that the telephones were 
mainly built through new and sparsely settled country the opera- 
tion of the telephones in the province would this year show a 
surplus of $100,000, after paying interest on capital and opera- 
tion and maintenance charges. 

Present Policy to be Maintained ’ 

It was intended to carry onthe same policy of extending 
this great public utility in future years. Some increase in the 
rates might be necessary but the Government would keep them 
down to the lowest basis consistent with the economic operation 
of the system. 

Railway Development 

With regard to railway development the Premier said the 
construction during the year had not been as extensive as had 
been hoped, but by the end of 1913 his prophecy that 500 miles 
would be completed would be an accompished fact. By that time 
also there would be acually completed 2,000 miles of raiway built 
under the guarantee of the province. He believed that it was 
essential that this assistance should be extended and extended

Alberta is the first province in the 
Dominion of Canada to take up the

In the estimated revenue for the 
year 1914 appears an item of $210,000 
from “taxation of the unearned incre- 
ment on land.” 

This is the amount which the prov- | 
ince is expected to realize from the 
first measure of taxation to be ap- 
plied to this source, 

The tax will be on a percentage 
basis of the increase in the value 
irom the time of the last sale, and | 
will be charged when the sale was 
registered. The proposal does not 
cover an annual fee in respect to land 
increases, as is the case in the land 
taxation proposals of the British chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. 

While the amount to be derived 
from this source at the start is small, 
it promises to become an important 
source of revenue in the future, The 
all-important thing to do at the pres-

COMPRISING DAY SHIFT LESS 
THAN FIVE HUNERED RESCUED 


Terrific Explosion Occurred an Hour After 
Shift Had Descended Pit—Officials of the 
Colliery Hold Out No Hope of Resue ot 
the Remainder of the Men in Mine——Fire 
Follows Explosion. 


Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 14.—More than 400 Welsh coal miners perished, it 
is believed, from firc and after-damp, in the Universal Colliery, near here, 
today. A terrific explosion shattered the works shortly after 031 men had 
descended the pit. 

It was at first stated that the day shift was composed of 740 men, but 
later the larger figure was given out by the officials. About five hundred 
were brought to the surface by rescue partics up to noon, and the manager 
of the mines then expressed the opinion that there was no further hope 
for those remaining below. The rescued miners, the members .of life-say- 
ing gangs, and the officials of the mine declared this afternoon that the) 
could hold out no hope for those of ihe miners still below, 

The men brought to the surface were found on the cast site of the 
mine, where the ventilation remained fairly good. On the west side, Wher 
the explosion occurred, fire started, and the rescue purties were unable to 
make any progress, 

The officials of the mine found it necessary to call a detachment * oj 
police to keep back the women and ch ildren, who crowded around the = cn- 
trances in the hope of obtaining some news of their relatives. 

Most of the rescued men were suffering from burns, shocks or 
effects of poisonous gas. 

The day shift descended in cages at five o'clock. = An hour afterward a 
deafening report brought the inhabitants in the vicinity of the mine running 
to the pit head, where they found that the ventilating and hoisting machin 
ery, at the top of the shafts, had been blown to atoms by an explosion oi 
great vioience. 

A man who had been working sixty feet away had been decapitated b) 
the force of the blast. 

Rescue parties of miners belonging to the night shift were soon on the 
scene making preparations to enter the mine in an endeavor to save thei 
comrades. The fiery reputation of the mine gave them little hope that an) 
of those below could be rescued alive, An entrance was forced by way oj 
an adjacent shaft. On descending the rescuing parties came across severa) 
groups of men huddled together in portions of the mine where the air was 
still good. By noon they had picked up and brought to the surface alto- 
gether 500.
